School Board Votes 
To Continue Married 
Teacher Policy 


A policy against the employment 
of married women teachers, adopted 
in 1929, was written into the school 
board by-laws Tuesday evening, 
thus overthrowing a vote of the 
special rules revision committee. 
Five of the special committee, 
which includes some school board 
members and some teachers, were 
in favor of not including it in the 
by-laws. 

, Of the school board six voted to 
include it, one voted to retain if 
as a policy but not as a by-law, 
while one spoke against having it 
either as a policy or a by-law. The 
argument advanced was that merit 
should be the only criterion, re- 
gardless of marital state, while in 
opposition to this the opinion was 
given that there are just as good 
unmarried teachers ready to replace 
any teacher who does get married 

The rule does not effect those 

married before 1929.

There are nine people in town 
who will receive a good many tele- 
phone calls in the coming month, 
and most of the calls will be from 
West Andover, for on Tuesday 
night the school board finance and 
advisory committee recommended 
that the North and West Center 
schools be closed. In order to allow 
more time for study, the matter 
was laid on the table for a month. 


Strong opposition is expected 
from the affected districts, with 
support expected from those who 
wish school costs kept down, or 
rather to come down. The sub- 
committee estimated an annual sav- 
ing of $4234 on a present annual 
cost of $7158. It further advanced 
as a reason for the change, that 
better educational facilities would 
be opened to the children if they 
were transported to the Indian 
Ridge and the Shawsheen schools 
as proposed. At present there is 
one teacher in the North school, 
Miss Mary Collins, and she has the 
difficult job of teaching six different 
grades. At West Center there are 
four grades, with two teachers. 

The total cost at West Center at 
present, including teachers, janitor, 
heating, etc., is $5081.44, and at the 
North school $2076.69. Instead of 
three full-fledged teachers as at 
present, it is proposed to retain 
only one at $1800 and a cadet at 
$750. This would not necessarily 
mean dropping any of the present 
staff in those schools, since it is 
usual every year to have at least 
two teachers drop off as the hand 
of Father Time or Cupid beckons, 
and the present West Parish teach- 
ers would be transferred to the va- 
cancies. At West ‘Center at present

We still have an unemployment 
sitwation here in Andover, with 
many men, including truck drivers, 
out of work and some of them be- 
ing supported by the town welfare 
department. And yet in the week 
of the recent snowstorm, one man 
was employed by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works a total of 94 hours, or 
pretty nearly 14 hours a day for 
seven days, at 62 and a fraction 
cents an hour. In other words, with 
several truck drivers idle, he was 
given the equivalent of two men’s 
pay in one week. And there were 
other cases, not so extreme as this, 
but even working seventy or 50 
hours a week at a time when others 
could be hired seems an injustice 
to the unemployed and an injustice 
to the taxpayers whose money is 
going into large weekly stipends 
for a few men PLUS welfare funds 
for the men not hired. One of the 
regular employees worked his full 
week in his own department and 
then was given 27 hours extra on 
snow removal. Now snow shoveling 
isn’t a job that demands the ser- 
vices of an expert; anyone can do 
it. Little wonder that one of the 
Board members refused to sign 
that payroll. 

The unfortunate part of the 
whole thing is that the public 
works department knows that the 
welfare department wants to save 
the town money ‘by putting these 
unemployed on the extra snow 
work. ‘Some of the other town de- 
partments too could ease up on the 
burden this way instead of giving 
the money to men who don’t need 
it as badly as the unemployed fam- 
ily men. In addition, these men 
who do get all the overtime work 
are given meal tickets—it’s hard to 
believe, but honest, they do get 
their night meals on the town, with 
pretty strong suspicion being felt 
that cigarettes go on the tickets, 
too. 

Can’t we have these _ things 
changed? [Isn’t it time to put an 
end to this disgusting conduct of 
our town affairs?

And, Oh, Yes! 

(Ed. Note: Because this commu- 
nication covers so many points, the 
editor is taking the liberty of ans- 
wering each as it is presented. The 
statements in parentheses below 
are the editor’s.) 

Reading your editorial of Decem- 
ber lst I find no fault with your 
criticism, for I feel it is an editor’s 
duty. But, dear friend, criticize 
where it is needed and please find 
a reliable source for your informa- 
tion. 

Let me explain a few facts in the 
case, as I find them from first hand. 
First, you stated that the State paid 
50 cents or lower, for sand de- 
livered as far as Haverhill, which 
is not true. That price was for sand 
delivered in and around the An- 
dovers. (If delivered on the state 
road in North Andover, that sand 
wasn’t far from Haverhill. If 
“around North Andover” it might 
have been in Haverhill. However, 
since our Board of Public Works 
supplies Andover, the main point 
of the editorial, that Andover was 
paying $1.20 or so as against the 
state’s 50 cents for sand delivered 
in Andover, is indisputable.) 

This was possible because of the 
large amount of sand delivered in 
a short time. By the way, B. P. W. 
just purchased a quantity of sand 
for about that price. (Fine, and 
now that it’s been found that sand 
can be bought for 50 cents, let’s 
not waste $1.20 on it.) 

Secondly, anyone that knows any- 
thing about construction machin- 
ery knows that the work the Red 
Mike did could not be done by 
trucks. Let us face the facts, and 
we find that the Mike was not 
called out until the last minute, as 
were the hired road plows. By that 
time, it was almost too late 'to do 
satisfactory work. (If it was just 
last-minute work that they did, it 
was a pretty big (bill. If the Red 
Mike does work truck plows can’t 
do, what do the other towns do 
that haven’t had one of these things 
wished on them? And is it worth 
seven dollars an hour, plus salary 
for a driver and helper, as com- 
pared with $3.50 and $5.00 for 
trucks with drivers and helpers?
